Illinois  citizens,  businesses,  industries  and 
public  agencies  are  facing  similar  energy 
problems  —  rising  prices  and  uncertain 
supplies. 

The  State  of  Illinois,  through  the  Institute  of 
Natural  Resources,  is  in  the  forefront  of  efforts 
to  conserve  existing  reserves  of  nonrenewable 
fuels  and  to  develop  alternative  energy 
resources.  Among  INR’s  goals  is  the 
development  of  clean,  economical  alternative 
energy  resources  in  Illinois. 

Funds  allocated  by  the  Illinois  Coal  and  Energy 
Development  Bond  Act  are  available  to  help 
accomplish  this  goal. 


THE  ILLINOIS  COAL  AND  ENERGY 
DEVELOPMENT  BOND  ACT 

The  Coal  and  Energy  Development  Bond  Act 
provides  $5  million  in  state  bonds  be  allocated 
to  promote  the  development  of  alternative 
energy  technologies.  Under  this  act,  the 
Illinois  General  Assembly  has  appropriated  $1 
million  for  Fiscal  Year  1980  (July  1, 1979  - June 
30,  1980). 

INR  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
act  .  .  .  and  all  energy  development  projects 
recommended  for  funding  by  INR  are  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Illinois  Energy  Resources 
Commission. 
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THE  ALTERNATIVE  ENERGY 
DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

To  make  state  funds  available  —  in  a  competi¬ 
tive  manner  —  INR  has  implemented  the 
Alternative  Energy  Development  Program. 
Objectives  of  the  program  are  to: 

.  .  .  reduce  Illinois’  dependence  on  non¬ 
renewable  fuel  resources  through  the 
demonstration  and  commercialization 
of  promising  alternative  energy  tech¬ 
nologies; 

.  .  .  promote  a  partnership  of  public  and 
private  entities  in  developing  a  self- 
supportive  alternative  energy  industry 
as  a  viable  pait  of  the  Illinois  business 
and  economic  community; 

.  .  .  support  the  development  of  alternative 
energy  technologies  that  are  environ¬ 
mentally  sound  —  as  well  as  socially 
and  economically  acceptable  —  and  that 
produce  net  energy  savings. 


APPLYING  FOR  FUNDING 

•  ELIGIBLE  APPLICANT:  Any  business, 
industrial,  university,  governmental  or 
other  qualified  organization  or  individual 
residing’ or  doing  business  in  Illinois. 

•  ELIGIBLE  PROJECT:  One  that  demon¬ 
strates  in  actual  use  a  promising  alterna¬ 
tive  energy  technology  to  show  its  tech¬ 
nical  and  commercial  feasibility. 

•  ALTERNATIVE  ENERGY  TECHNOLO¬ 
GY:  The  following  list  identifies  some 
alternative  energy  technologies  which  are 
eligible  for  funding  under  the  Alternative 
Energy  Development  Program.

Projects  demonstrating  the  feasibility  of 
technologies  based  upon  the  use  of 
nonrenewable  fuels  (coal,  oil,  gas  or  nuclear) 
are  excluded  from  funding  consideration.

—  photovoltaic 

—  wind 

—  bioconversion

•  APPLICATION  DEADLINE:  INR  will  solicit 
and  accept  project  proposals  for  fiscal  year 
1980  funding  consideration  on  or  before 
November  15,  1979.  Applicants  must 
prepare  their  project  proposals  according  to 
the  Program  Opportunity  Notice  - 
available  upon  request  from  INR. 

•  REVIEW  PROCESS  AND  EVALUATION 
Project  proposals  will  be  evaluated  for  then 
technical  feasibility,  commercialization 
potential,  business  management  capabilities 
and  compatibility  with  the  state’s 
environmental,  social  and  economic  goals 

•  STATE  FUNDING  AVAILABILITY:  A 
total  of  $1  million  is  available  for  funding  of 
alternative  energy  demonstration  projects 
for  fiscal  year  1980.  INR  requires  project  ap¬ 
plicants  to  finance  a  significant  portion  of  the 
total  project  cost.  In  no  instance  shall  100 
per  cent  funding  be  awarded.  Applicants 
are  strongly  encouraged  to  seek  financial 
and  technical  partnerships  and  co  sponsor 
ships  to  provide  for  necessary  cost  sharing
